Julius Lehmann will write a book. 

It will be entitled ‘‘Twenty Years in the 
St. Louis House of Delegates.”’ 

The man who put the lights on the water 
j tower, the man who had a birthday party, 
the man who can whistle a duet—this St. 
Loulsan of trifurcated fame has _ this 
week announced to his friends that he will 
speedily busy himself in the preparation 
of a book. 

Fortunately Mr. Lehmann happens at 
this time to be an inmate of the St. Louis 
city jail. Fortunately, (1) because being in 
jail gives Mr. Lehmann leisure for the 
preparation of his book he would not other- 
wise find: (2) because twenty years of 
reminiscence requires sequestration and 
thought® and Mr. Lehmann in jail can 
think of more things than could Mr. Leh- 
mann at large. 

Mr. Lehmann has not gong beyond the 
bare announcement. He has not said 
whether he will make the book sensationa) 
or will let Col. Butler correct the proofs. 
He hae just said in so many words: “I 
will write a book.” 


Prison No Bar 
to Literary Genius. 

Some of the friends of the Father of the 
Touse have endeavored to dissuade him 
from his Mterary intent, but Mr. Lehmann 
brushes them aside as if they were a lot 
of little Snyders refusing to pay the com- 
bine scale. 

Mr. Lehmann seés no good reason why he 
should not write the book. The bar to 

iberty is not the bar to literary ascend- 
ency, Bunyan wrote his masterpiece in 
prison. Moreover, Mr. Lehmann is very 
well situated otherwiae. oe 

His sentence to the penitentiary on the 
first’ charge of perjury returned against 
him ‘is only two years, and there are only 
$45,000 worth of indictments against him in 
addition, two counts of bribery and one 
of perjury. They cause him some mental 
distress, but look at Lamb and Stevenson 
and the other long-faced litterateurs who 
made bull’s-eye after bull's-eye in thelr 
work while their hearts were aweary with 
aching. 


Not a Book 
of Folk Lore. 

Lehmann positively denies that his forth- 
coming volume will be a book of Folk lore. 
Nor will it be a production after the meth- 
od Maclanesque, because it is not Mr. 
Lehmann's stomach that hurts him. Mr.

Miss Catherine Riley Low- 
ered Into the Sepulchre.

PROVED NOT TO BE THAT O*\MISS- 
ING EDWARD RILEY. 


Was That of a Man Drowned in the 


‘Meramec River Near Oakville and 
Thought to Be That of Henry 
Dougherty. 


In her search for her missing brother, 
Edward, Miss Catherine Riley of 7816 Reiley 
avenue, had herself lowered into a grave. 
in which was buried the body of an uni- 
dentified man, thinking perhaps he might 
be the man she sought. 

Miss Riley returned Wednesday morning | 
and told of her trip to the Meramec river, 
near Oakville, St. Louis County, where 
the man who had been drowned in the 
river was buried. 

The body proved to be that of another 
person, supposed from papers found in the 
pockets to be Henry Dougherty, a former | 
conductor on the Sixth street electric line. 
A bottle in the pocket bore the name of a 
physician in, Pacific, Mo. 

To reach the grave of the unidentified 
man Miss Riley and her companions, Carl 
Niehaus and Miss Roberts, were obliged to 
cross a long bridge over the Meramec river, | 
where they were in danger of being run 
down by a freight train. 

The grave was not more than 10 feet 
from the place where the body was found 
Monday morning. A permit for the open- 
ing of the grave was secured from Justice 
Crecelius at Oakville, but the task proved 
to be one of the utmost difficulty. 

The coffin was 6 feet deep in soggy clay. 
It was found impossible to raise it to the 
surface after the diggers had reached it, 
and Miss Riley was lowered into the open- 
ing. A glance at the face showed her that 
the dead man was not her brother. 

The papers found in the man’s pocket 
had been shown to Miss Riley before the 
grave was opened, but she had insisted 
that the work should proceed, as she 
wished to leave no doubt in her own mind 
or that of her mother. 

The man buried near Oakville, supposed 
to be Dougherty, is described as 5 feet 4 
inches tall, with a very red mustache, 
black hair, blue eyes, short fingers, wear- 
ing gauze cotton underwear, with black 
socks, blue double-breasted flannel shirt, 
brown coat, No. 8 lace shoes and tan belt. 
Miss Riley has received no further sug- 
gestion of the possible whereabouts of her 
brother, who left home October 13. 

She says that she believes him to be sick 
somewhere, where the persons who care 
for him do not speak English or read the 


newspapers. There are such families, she 
says, in the part of St. Louis County to 
which he was accustomed to make short 


trips.

EXCITING CHASE AND ARREST 
MAN WRESTED REVOLVER FROM 
YOUNG WOMAN’S HAND. 


When She Screamed He Fled and Took 
Refuge in a Private Residence 
—Policemen Caught Him 
Under a Bed. 


An alleged attempt to rob the till in the 
millinery store of Miss Emma Lindhorst, 
248A St. Louis avenue, Tuesday evening 
led to the arrest of Joseph B. Brinkhaus, 
32 years old, of 1918 Hebert street. 

Later a warrant was issued charging 
Brinkhaus with petit larceny. 

The arrest was made by Patrolmen King 
and O’Connell, who pursued the fugitive to 
the corner of Twenty-fifth and Parnell 
streets, where the latter darted into a pri- 
vate residence, threw a revolver in his 
possession upon a bureau and entreated the 
frightened inmates of the house to hide 
him. When the officers arrived they 
found their quarry under a bed and he 
was easily captured. 

There !s an unusual story back of the 
affair, the details of which cover a period 
of four years. It is a tale of two young 
people’s acquaintanceship, a warm friend- 
ship, hopes of winning a bride on the part 
of the man, a suit discouraged on the part 
cf the woman, a sudden retrogade in the 
habits of the unsuccessful suitor, an al- 
leged system of extortion of money from 
the woman, an arrest of the man for dis- 
turbing the woman's peace, his being fined 
in the police court, the whole climaxed by 
the occurrence of Tuesday night. 


STORY OF THE COURTSHIP. 
Miss Lindhorst. a pretty blonde 25 years 
o!d, lives with her mother, Mrs. Charlotte 


Lindhorst, a widow, at 2608 Jefferson ave- 
nue. She has a brother Fred, 19 years old, 
and two married sisters. The family is 
highly respected. Five years ago Miss 
Lindhorst purchased the millinery estab- 
Louls avenue and 
s.on built up a good business. 

To the Post-Dispatch Wednesday she told 
how she became acquainted with Brink- 
haus and what came of that suemataner 
ship. 

“T have known him four or five years,’ 

she sald. ‘‘He belonged to a mandolin and 
guitar club of which my brother Fred 
was a member. The club frequently met 
at our home and in that way I met him. 
He was a shipping clerk In a downtown 
dry goods store then. We got to be good 
friends and went to public gatherings to- 
gether. Yes, it is true, that he wanted 
to marry me, but I didn't care for him 
other than a friend. 
“About three years ago he quit working 
and fell Into disfavor with my mother. She 
asked us not to associate with him. as 
nothing good would come of ft. Then he 
took to coming in the store on various 
oceasins and asked for money. Several 
times I gave it to him rather than have a 
disturbance before the customers. He gen- 
erally wus intoxicated when he came in. 
A number of times he made threats to do 
me bodily harm. 


HAD HIM ARRESTED. 


“Soon I began to hear discreditable and 
untrue reports that he circulated about me, 
such as that we had been engaged 40 mar- 
ry, that he had furnished the money to 
place me in business and that he had helped 
us more than once. 

“About four months ago he raised a dis- 
turbance in the store and I had him ar- 
rested for disturbing my peace. He was 
fined. This only made him worse, it 
seemed. 

“Last night I was in the store alone 
when he entered. He demanded money. 
Because of his previous attempts I had 
placed a revolver in the money drawer and 
as I walked towards the till he followed, 
clutching at my throat and shoulder. | se- 
cured the weapon and turned on him 

“‘*T can use that better than you can,’ 
he said, “and wrested it away from me. 
We struggled and thos nolse drew a crowd. 
He then pushed me aside, ran out the 
door flourtshing the weapon and ran up 
the street followed by the policemen, who 
shot after him once to halt him. They 
finally caught him.”’

FLAMES DESTROY A SIX-STORY 
FACTORY BUILDING. 


The Employes Were on the Top Floor, 
Completely Cut Off, and Perished 
in Jumping to the Nets 
Spread by Firemen. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—Five bodies in the 
morgue, a score of employes missing, some 
of whom are thought to be dead in the 
ruins, seven or more injured, and a prop- 
ert loss estimated at $400,000, is the record 
of last night's fire in the plant of the (orn 
Products Co., West Taylor street and the 
Chicago river. 

Karly today the loss of life could not be 
estimated accurately. Some of the firemen 
said that probably as many as six bodics 
were still buried in the ruins of the six- 
story “‘annex’’ to the plant, where the fire 
occurred. All the victims lost their lives 
in an attempt to jump from the upper ato- 
ries into the life nets that were being held 
below.

The building 
was fully covered by insurance.

plants, except at the extreme North, but

winter north of Philadelphia without pro- 
tection. They may come through safely for 
some years in succession.

season happens along and our bushes are 


almost ruined by it. In order to make sure 


of wintering them well it is quite neces- 
sary to protect them in some way. Some 
persons gather the stalks together and 
wrap them in straw from the ground up. 
This method fs not always satisfactory. 
The best system of protection for the rose 
of which I have any knowledge is that 
of bending the bushes down upon the 


ground and covering them with soil to the 
depth of five or six inches. This plan, how- 
ever, is adapted only to locations where 
surface water will run away readily. Stag- 
nant water about rose branches in spring, 
before it Is safe to uncover them, wil) al- 
ways severely injure them. In _ bending 
down the bushes, preparatory to covering 
them, great care should be taken not to 
break or crack the stiff and somewhat 
brittle stalks. Make your bends slowly 
and gently in order to allow the branches 
to acoommodate themselves to the strain 
put upon them. When you have them 
flat upon the ground lay a piece of sod 
upon them to hold them in proper posi- 
tion until you can give them their final 
covering. Lay them all in the same di- 
rection and as closé together as possible 
to economize in covering material. Old 
and large stalks and the great canes of 
the climbing roses are exceedingly difficult 
to manage without injuring them. To avoid 
the risk of breaking them, as the result of 
too abrupt a bend, I would advise heaping 
earth against the base of the pliant, on the 
side toward which the stalks are to be 
bent, and bending the bushes over jt care- 
fully and slowly. This substitutes curves 
for sharp bends and greatly simplifies the 
work of caring for stubborn plants, If soil 
is used as covering let it be as light and 
porous as possible. Leaves are excellent, if 
one can get enough of them. Lay boards 
or evergreen branches of wire netting over 
them to prevent their being blown away. 
The hardier sorts of hybrid tearoses should 
have their tops cut off close to the ground 
and be covered with at least a foot of 
leaves, confined within @ pen of boards or

Charles 
Millere, one of the trainers, has had him in 
hand since his arrival, and yesterday at- 
tempted to rehearse him in an act with an- 
other lion, a tiger, a tigress, a Thibet — 
&@ polar bear and a baboon. Romeo £0 
along famously with the baboon, the —— 
the other lion and the tiger, but dislike 
Annie, the tigress, from the start. 

Every time she passed him he reached 
out and scratched her with his powerful 
Claws. She stood it until her savage fla- 
ture was fully aroused, and then the fight 
was on. 

The other animals knew what was com- 
ing and fled to the corners of. the big 
arena, leaving the center to the lion and 
the tigress. They faced each other, 
crouching, and Mililere knew that either 
beast getting a hold would not let go until 
the other was as good as dead. He drew @ 
pistol from his pocket and fired # in the 
air, but the animals paid no more atten- 
tion to it than if it had been a tin whistle.

Suddenly the tigress ceased her snarling, 
her body stretched out and her toes 
clutched convulsively at the floor. She was 
ready to spring. The lion braced himself 
and watched her every move, his great 
mouth wide open. 

The tigre#8 sprang. As she left the ground 
the lion made a short leap to the left, 
bounced from the floor like a rubber ball 
and landed full on her back, his teeth im- 
bedded in her spine behind the shoulders. 
She had not completed her spring when the 
great weight struck her and the cruel fangs 
of her enemy pierced her side. 

Romeo had a death grip and the tigress 
was powerless to help herself. Attendants 
rodded the lion and pounded him, and 
Millere fired his pistol in the face of 
the animal, but he hung on. Not until 
Mr. Bostock arrived witha fire extinguisher 
and discharged it fair into Romeo's nostrils 
would he let go. ? 
Annie was carried to her cage and vetert- 
narians went to work to save her, but 
the task appears to be hopeless. 

She was a sociable beast, and even now 
as she lies suffering she will turn her 
mournful eyes and look gratefully at one 
who speaks kindly to her. Romeo, con- 
scious of his power and ravenous from the 
taste of blood, must. be trained all over 
again before it will be safe to allow him 
in a cage with other animals.
